To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1910. 

This  being  the  report  for  the  last  year  of  the  intercensal 
period,  1901-11,  it  would  be  unwise  to  attach  too  much  importance 
to  the  rates  based  upon  an  estimate  of  the  population  which  can  only 
be  approximate.  Nevertheless  it  is  highly  satisfactory  to  note  that 
the  death-rate  has  never  been  lower,  and  that  the  mortality  among 
infants  is  the  lowest  on  record. 

The  figures  relating  to  Births  and  Marriages  are  also  of 
extreme  interest,  and,  in  conjunction  with  those  given  for  the  country 
generally,  are  worthy  of  serious  consideration.  The  birth-rates  for 
1908  and  1910  are  the  lowest  yet  recorded. 

ddie  operation  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  is 
certain  to  considerably  increase  the  amount  of  attention  which  must 
be  given  to  the  question  of  housing  of  the  poor.  There  seems  to  be 
no  prospect  of  any  other  means  of  meeting  the  reasonable  demands 
of  this  class  but  by  some  scheme  of  Municipal  Housing. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  the  meat  supply,  this  has  now 
apparently  reached  as  satisfactory  a stage  as  is  possible  so  long  as 
private  slaughterhouses  exist.  It  remains  only  that  the  butchers  of 
the  town  shall  loyally,  in  their  own  as  well  as  in  the  public  interest, 
act  up  to  the  undertaking  which  they  have  given. 

The  milk  supply  problem  will  be  dealt  with  in  a special 
report.  In  the  meantime  considerable  improvements  are  being  made 
111  cowsheds  and  dairy  premises,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  see 
that  existing  premises  are  being  properly  kept  and  the  business 
conducted  with  due  regard  to  cleanliness  In  this  connection  special 
interest  attaches  to  the  account  of  the  Pasteurised  Milk  Depot  given 
in  this  report. 

The  extension  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  is  also  a question 
which  calls  for  early  settlement,  not  only  for  the  treatment  of  the 
usual  cases,  but  also  for  cases  of  Consumption.  The  loss  of  accom- 
modation for  Consumptives,  owing  to  pressure  upon  the  space  by 
Scarlet  Fever,  was  most  acutely  felt,  and  meant  the  return  of  a 
number  of  patients  to  surroundings  which  were  not  only  detrimental 
to  themselves  but  to  everyone  living  with  them.  The  proposal  to 
unite  with  the  County  Council  in  making  provision  for  early  cases 
is  one  which  should  have  the  strongest  support  from  the  Committee. 

In  conclusion,  I would  also  direct  attention  to  the  statistics 
relating  to  Vaccination.  These  reveal  a condition  of  things  which  is 
a constant  menace  to  the  public  health.  The  introduction  of  a mild 
unrecognised  case  would  certainly  mean  a serious  outbreak  with  all 
its  attendant  loss  of  life  and  money.

Population. 


The  estimated  population  at  the  middle  of  1910 
was  40,509,  the  population  of  the  two  registration 
sub-districts  being  : — 

St.  Andrew-the-Less  ...  ...  31,228. 

St.  Andrew-the-Great  ...  ...  9,281. 

This  estimate  of  the  population  is  based  upon  the 
rate  of  increase  in  the  intercensal  period  1891-1901, 
and  as  there  has  been  during  recent  years  a movement 
outward  to  the  rapidly  growing  districts  of  New 
Chesterton,  New  Cherryhinton,  and  Newnham  Croft,  it 
is  highly  probable  that  the  same  rate  of  increase 
has  not  been  maintained. 

The  true  increase  will  soon  be  obtainable  from 
the  Census  figures,  and  in  the  meantime  the  rates 
based  upon  the  estimate  given  must  be  taken  with 
this  in  mind. 
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Area  and  Density  of  Population 

The  area  of  the  Borough,  excluding  any  area 
covered  by  water,  is  3,210  acres.  This  gives  a density 
of  i2‘5  persons  per  acre.  Excluding  315  acres  of 
public  common  and  open  spaces,  the  number  of 
persons  per  acre  is  13*9. 

Wiarriages  and  Marriage  Rate. 

The  number  of  marriages  during  the  year  was 
307,  equal  to  a rate  of  15*1  per  1000  of  the  population. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1910  was  14*7  per 
1000. 


Births  and  Birth-rate. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  was  799 
(421  males  and  378  females).  The  birth-rate  per  1000 
of  the  estimated  population  was  197,  which  is  1 ‘4  lower 
than  the  rate  recorded  for  the  year  1909. 


The  mean  rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  21*3. 

The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1910 
was  24“ 8,  which  is  o' 8 per  1000  below  the  rate  for 
1909,  and  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other . year 
on  record. 

Of  the  births  registered  42,  or  5*2  per  cent.,  were 
illegitimate,- as  compared  with  49,  or  57  per  cent., 
in  1909. 
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Deaths  and  Death-rate. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during 
1910  was  570,  equal  to  an  uncorrected  death-rate  of 
1 4*o  per  1000  of  the  population.  Correction  must  be 
made  for  6 deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
Borough  which  occurred  in  Public  Institutions  out- 
side the  district,  viz. : — 5 in  the  County  Asylum  at 
Ful bourn,  and  one  in  Mount  Vernon  Hospital.  These 
must  be  added,  while  63  deaths  of  persons  not  belong- 
ing to  the  district  must  be  subtracted.  All  of  these 
occurred  in  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital.  The  corrected 
number  is  therefore  513'",  of  which  260  were  males 
and  253  were  females.  This  is  35  less  than  the 
corrected  number  of  deaths  for  1909.  The  crude 
death-rate  is  therefore  12*6,  which  is  0*9  per  1000 
lower  than  the  rate  recorded  for  the  year  1909. 

By  applying  the  factor  of  correction  (’994),  by 
means  of  which  the  rate  is  made  strictly  comparable 
with  that  of  England  and  Wales,  the  corrected  death- 
rate  is  found  to  be  12*5  per  1000. 

The  mean  rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  is  i3'9 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the 
year  1910  is  given  as  13*4  per  1000,  which  is  ri  per 
1000  below  the  rate  for  1909,  and  lower  than  the  rate 
in  any  year  on  record.

* This  number  includes  one  death  in  St.  Andrew-the-Less  Sub-District, 
and  live  deaths  in  the  St.  Andrew-the-Great  Sub-District,  of  persons  not 
belonging  to  the  district,  but  as  they  did  not  die  in  a Public  Institution  in  the 
district  they  have  to  be,  by  direction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  included 
in  the  total  number  of  deaths.  If  the  above  corrections  were  made  the  crude 
death-rate  would  be  i2'5,  and  the  corrected  death-rate  i2’4.

The  number  of  deaths  in  each  week  throughout 
the  year  is  shown  on  the  Chart  on  page  n. 
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Epidemic  Mortality. 

The  deaths  belonging  to  the  chief  epidemic 
diseases  include  14  from  Diphtheria,  4 from  Diarrhoea 
(2  under  one  year  of  age),  and  8 from  Whooping 
Cough,  total  26,  equal  to  a death-rate  from  these 
diseases  of  0*64  per  1000  of  the  population  per 
annum,  which  is  a higher  rate  by  0*05  than  in  the 
year  1909. 

The  mean  rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  is  1*21. 

The  death-rate  from  these  diseases  in  England 
and  Wales  for  the  year  1910  is  given  as  0*99. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  of  children  under 
one  year  of  age  belonging  to  the  Borough  was  61, 
as  compared  with  71  in  1909. 

The  Infant  mortality  rate  or  the  proportion  of 
such  deaths  to  1000  births  was  76.  The  rate  for  1909 
was  83,  and  the  mean  rate  for  the  previous  ten  years 
was  1 14. 

The  Infantile  mortality  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  is  given  as  106,  which  is  3 per  1000  below  the 
rate  in  1909.  The  rate  in  1910  was  lower  than  that 
in  any  other  year  on  record. 

The  causes  of  the  Infantile  mortality  are  set  out 
fully  in  Table  V.  at  the  end  of  the  report,  while  the 
relative  importance  of  the  various  contributory  causes 
for  a number  of  years  is  shown  in  the  following

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Coroner’s  Inquests. 

Inquests  were  held  by  the  Coroner  into  the  cause 
of  26  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough. 
These  were  eventually  returned  as  due  to  Natural 
Causes  in  9 cases,  Accident  or  Negligence  (such  as 
falls,  scalds,  over-laying,  poison,  &c.)  in  12  cases,  and 
Suicide  in  5 cases. 

The  proportion  of  inquests  per  1000  deaths  was 
50*6,  as  compared  with  62*1  in  1909.

is  not  compulsory, 

no  still-born  child  may  be  interred  in  any  burial 

ground  without  a certificate  from  some  responsible 
person,  not  necessarily  a medical  practitioner.  As  a 
matter  of  practice  such  certificates  are  generally  signed 
by  the  doctor  or  midwife  in  attendance,  or  by  a 
Coroner  after  inquest. 

The  number  of  still-births  notified  under  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  was  24,  and  the 
number  notified  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  under 
the  Midwives  Act  was  17.  Allowing  for  duplicate 
notifications,  we  get  an  estimated  total  of  26  for  the 
year,  giving  a rate  of  3*2  per  100  births. 

The  question  of  the  amendment  of  the  Birth  and 
Deaths  Registration  Act  has  been  discussed  for  years, 
and  was  the  subject  of  report  by  a Select  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Commons  in  1893. 

In  regard  to  still -births  there  can  be  no  question 
as  to  the  extreme  desirability  of  amendment  so.  as  to 
render  it  impossible  to  bury  any  child  except  upon 
the  production  of  a certificate  from  either  a qualified 
Medical  Practitioner  or  a Coroner. 
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Vaccination. 

From  the  information  kindly  supplied  to  me 
by  Mr.  Rule,  Vaccination  Officer,  it  will  be  seen 
that  only  33  per  cent,  of  the  children  born  were 
successfully  vaccinated.  That  this  is  the  result  of  the 
Vaccination  Act  of  1907  there  can  be  little  doubt 
when  one  notes  the  very  rapid  rise  in  the  number  of 
exemption  certificates  granted  after  1907.  In  view  of 
the  actual  presence  of  Small-pox  in  the  Metropolis 
and  several  other  parts  of  the  country  it  is  impossible 
to  contemplate  what  the  result  may  be  without  grave 
feelings  of  disquiet.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a 
large  proportion  of  the  people  in  Cambridge  are 
dangerously  unprotected.

Disease  of  an  infectious  character  has  been  more 
prevalent  during  the  year  than  in  any  year  since  1905, 
but,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  is  still 
below  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years.  The  total 
number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  is  220 
(17  fetal),  equal  to  a case-rate  per  thousand  of  the 
population  of  5*4.

Diphtheria. 

Diphtheria  has  been  more  or  less  prevalent  during 
every  month  of  the  year  ; fifty-nine  cases  in  forty-six 
households  having  been  notified,  equal  to  a case-rate 
per  1,000  of  the  population  of  1*45. 

Fourteen  of  the  cases  proved  fatal.  Eleven  of 
these  died  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  two 
within  one  day,  three  within  three  days,  two  within 
four  days,  one  within  five  days,  and  three  within  six 
days  of  admission. 

In  thirty-eight  out  of  the  fifty-nine  cases  notified 
the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  by  bacteriological  exam- 
ination, and  in  five  fatal  cases  no  swabs  could  be 
taken. 

The  usual  routine  of  taking  swabs  from  the  other 
members  of  the  affected  families  was  followed  and  a 
certain  number  of  swabs  taken  at  the  schools.  Of 
the  519  throats  examined  twelve  gave  positive  results. 

The  Chart  facing  page  22  shows  that  the  two 
periods  of  greatest  incidence  were  during  the  first 
three  and  last  three  months  of  the  year. 

In  August  the  Local  Government  Board  issued 
“ The  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  (outside  London)  Order, 
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1910,”  the  main  provisions  of  which  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Council  is  authorised  to  provide 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  for  the  poorer 
inhabitants  of  the  district. 

2.  The  Council  may  also  provide  Medical 

Assistance  in  connection  therewith. 

3.  The  arrangements  made  witli  respect  to 

the  keeping,  distribution  and  use  of  the 
Antitoxin  shall  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

4.  The  execution  of  the  order  shall  be  deemed 

to  be  one  of  the  duties  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

5.  The  Council  is  authorised  to  pay  a reason- 

able compensation  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  all  action  taken  in  the 
execution  of  the  Order. 

The  arrangement  for  the  distribution  and  use  of 
Antitoxin  in  Cambridge  has  been  in  existence  since 
1900.  Antitoxin  is  supplied  for  all  poor  persons  free 
of  charge.  Order  forms  are  given  to  practitioners  who 
obtain  the  Antitoxin  from  the  druggist  contractor. 
The  arrangement  has  proved  highly  satisfactory  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  reason  for  any  alteration.

No  case  of  Plague,  Typhus  Fever,  Relapsing 
Fever,  or  Continued  Fever  has  been  notified  during 
the  year. 
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No  case  of  Cholera  has  been  notified  during  the 
year,  but  a communication  from  the  Clerk  to  the 
Hull  and  Goole  Port  Sanitary  Authority  was  received 
on  July  1 2th,  and  three  communications  during 
September  and  one  in  October  from  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  Port  of  London  were  received, 
informing  me  that  persons  from  a Cholera  infected 
port  had  been  allowed  to  proceed  to  Cambridge. 
Seven  persons  in  all  giving  addresses  in  Cambridge 
were  reported  to  me,  and  were  at  once  communicated 
with,  and  kept  under  observation  until  the  possibility 
of  illness  had  passed.

There  has  been  a great  decrease  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  this  cause,  the  result  probably  to  a large 
extent  of  the  favourable  climatic  conditions  which 
prevailed  during  the  summer  and  autumn.

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Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1909,  pp.  35  47,  a full 

account  was  given  of  the  measures  which  have  been 
adopted  for  dealing  with  this  disease.  Briefly,  these 
may  be  said  to  consist  of  Voluntary  notification  of 
private  patients,  compulsory  notification  of  Poor-Law 
cases,  free  bacteriological  examination  of  sputum, 
visitation  at  homes  by  the  Health  Visitors,  the  use  of 
printed  leaflets  pointing  out  the  precautions  which 
should  be  taken  by  the  actual  sufferer  and  by  those 
living  with  him,  disinfection,  the  free  distribution  of 
disinfectants  sputum  boxes  and  paper  handkerchiefs, 
and,  when  available,  the  use  of  an  empty  ward  in  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  adoption  of  a Bye-law  pro- 
hibiting spitting  in  public  places,  and  of  the  essential 
features  of  what  is  called  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
system  were  recommended,  and  it  was  also  reported 
that  in  December,  1909,  the  Council  approved  of  the 
erection  of  a new  hospital  pavilion  for  Consumptives. 
It  remains  therefore  to  record  the  position  as  regards 
these  three  last  points  : — 

(1)  As  regards  the  bye-law  and  the  issue  of 
warning  notices  for  use  in  public  houses,  workshops, 
common  lodging-houses  and  such  places,  these  are 
still  under  consideration  by  the  Health  Committee. 

(2)  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  medical 
examination  of  persons  in  contact  with  known  cases 
of  consumption,  and  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Webb 
for  this  purpose  took  effect  from  the  beginning  of  the 
current  year.  This  examination  relates  only  to 
persons  who  are  not  under  the  care  of  any  doctor  and 
who  are  willing  to  be  seen. 
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(3)  With  regard  to  the  erection  of  accommodation 
specially  designed  for  consumptives,  this  matter  pro- 
ceeded as  far  as  the  submission  of  a plan  for  a new 
building  within  the  grounds  of  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
The  questions  of  the  needs  of  a greatly  increased 
population  by  the  proposed  amalgamation  with 
neighbouring  districts  made  it  absolutely  necessary 
however,  to  suspend  judgment  in  the  matter  and  the 
scheme  is  accordingly  at  present  in  abeyance. 

Public  interest  in  the  prevention  of  consumption 
was  greatly  stimulated  by  the  visit  in  February  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Exhibition,  the  number  of  persons  visit- 
ing the  Exhibition  being  stated  as  ten  thousand. 
This  visit,  which  was  arranged  for  by  the  Cambridge 
branch  of  the  League  of  Physical  Education  and 
Improvement,  afforded  a magnificent  opportunity  for 
an  educational  campaign,  and  for  acquainting  the 
public  with  the  means  of  prevention  and  also  of  the 
extent  to  which  they  could  obtain  the  assistance  of 
the  Public  Health  Department. 

Thirty-nine  notifications  were  received  during 
the  year,  thirty  being  voluntary  and  nine  compulsory 
notifications  under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  of 
1908.  The  total  number  of  cases  concerned  was 
thirty-eight.  The  numbers  given  of  notifications  and 
deaths  in  each  year  since  1907  show  that  on  the 
assumption  that  there  are  four  or  five  cases  living  to 
each  death,  the  actual  proportion  brought  to  light  is 
very  small.  It  is  in  the  discovery  of  early  and 
unrecognised  cases  that  the  medical  examination  of 
“ Contacts  ” should  be  of  service.

General  Sanitation. 
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Physical  Features  and  General  Character 

of  District. 

A short  concise  description  is  given  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  1905. 


Housing. 

The  past  year’s  experience  confirms,  still  further, 
the  opinion  expressed  in  a former  report  as  to  the 
want  of  suitable  housing  accommodation  for  the 
poorer  working  class.  The  actual  number  of  plans 
for  new  houses  passed  for  several  years  back  is  given 
below,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  houses 
now  being  built  are  generally  let  at  rentals  of  5/6  or 
6/-  per  week  and  over.  They  do  not  therefore  meet 
the  needs  of  a fairly  large  class  in  Cambridge  who 
cannot  pay  that  amount.

The  question  of  making  some  provision  of  the 
kind  most  wanted  has  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  throughout  the  year.  Land 
suitable  for  the  purpose  has  been  purchased  in  Stanley 
Road,  and  plans  of  dwellings,  prepared  by  the  Borough 
Surveyor,  are  now  under  consideration. 

At  the  same  time  an  endeavour  is  being  made  to 
have  existing  property  made  reasonably  habitable.  It 
is  not  every  property  owner  who  is  in  a position  to 
meet  the  expense  entailed  in  complying  with  un- 
expected demands  for  improvement  of  his  property, 
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and  a request  for  time,  while  it  creates  some  delay  in 
remedying  insanitary  conditions,  cannot  be  ignored. 
It  should  be  stated,  however,  that  on  the  whole  both 
property  owners  and  agents  show  a commendable 
desire  to  maintain  their  property  in  good  condition 
and  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Of  the  houses  closed  in  1909  the  seven  in  Comet 
Yard  and  Castle  Street  have  been  demolished  by  the 
owner.  Four  of  those  in  Kettles  Yard  are  standing 
closed  and  will  probably  soon  be  demolished.  The 
other  three  in  Kettles  Yard  were  thoroughly  over- 
hauled  and  made  habitable. 

During  1910  the  Health  Committee  ordered  the 
closure  of  seven  houses  in  Brown’s  Yard  and  two  in 
Shamrock  Passage,  following  upon  representations 
made  under  the  Housing  Acts.  A number  of  houses 
have  been  closed  voluntarily,  and  a few  demolished, 
by  the  owners.  Those  were  situated  in  King  Street, 
Fisher’s  Lane,  Blue  Lion  Yard,  St.  Andrew’s  Street, 
and  Newmarket  Road. 

Under  existing  conditions  considerable  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  dealing  with  cases  of  overcrowding. 
Nine  cases  have  been  reported  during  the  year,  and 
the  overcrowding  abated  by  removal  to  a larger 
house  or  by  removal  of  lodgers  or  members  of  the 
family,  and  in  one  instance  by  removal  to  the 
Workhouse. 

Housing*  and  Town  Planning;  Act. 

it  is  the  duty,  under  Section  17  (1)  of  this  Act 
of  every  Local  Authority  to  see  that  a house  to  house 
inspection  of  their  district  is  made,  and  also  to  comply 
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with  any  regulations  which  the  Local  Government 
Board  may  make  regarding  the  inspection. 

In  September,  regulations  were  issued  by  the 
Board  of  which  the  following  are  the  main  provisions  : 

Article  I. — (i).  The  Local  Authority  shall,  as 
early  as  practicable  after  the  date  of  this  Order,  take 
into  consideration  the  provisions  of  sub-section  (i)  of 
Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1909,  and  shall  determine  the 
procedure  to  be  adopted  under  these  Regulations,  to 
give  effect  to  the  requirements  of  that  sub-section  in 
regard  to  the  inspection  of  their  district  from  time  to 
time. 

(2) .  The  Local  Authority  shall  as  part  of  their 
procedure  make  provision  for  a thorough  inspection 
to  be  carried  out  from  time  to  time  according  to  the 
varying  needs  or  circumstances  of  the  dwelling-houses 
or  localities  in  the  district  of  the  Local  Authority. 

(3) .  ddie  Local  Authority  shall  cause  to  be 
prepared  from  time  to  time  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  or  by  an  Officer  designated  by  them  but 
acting  under  his  direction  and  supervision,  a list  or 
lists  of  dwelling-houses  the  early  inspection  of  which 
is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
desirable.  The  list  or  lists  may,  if  thought  fit,  relate 
to  the  dwelling-houses  within  a defined  area  of  the 
district  without  specifying  each  house  separately 
therein. 

Article  Ik — The  inspection  under  and  for  the 
purposes  of  sub-section  (1)  of  Section  17  of  the  Act  of 
1909  shall  be  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
or  by  an  Officer  designated  by  the  Local  Authority 
but  acting  under  his  direction  and  supervision,  and 
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the  Officer  making  inspection  of  any  dwelling-house 
shall  examine  the  state  of  the  dwelling-house  in 
relation  to  the  following  matters,  namely: 

(1) .  The  arrangements  for  preventing  the  con- 

tamination of  the  water  supply. 

(2) .  Closet  accommodation. 

(3) .  Drainage. 

(4) .  The  condition  of  the  dwelling-house  in 

regard  to  light,  the  free  circulation  of 
air,  dampness,  and  cleanliness. 

(5) .  The  paving,  drainage,  and  sanitary  con- 

dition of  any  yard  or  out-houses  belonging 
to  or  occupied  with  the  dwelling-house. 

(6) .  lire  arrangements  for  the  deposit  of  refuse 

and  ashes. 

(7) .  The  existence  of  any  room  which  would  in 

pursuance  of  sub-section  (7)  of  tlie  Section 
17  of  the  Act  of  1909  be  a dwelling-house 
so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

(8) .  Any  defects  in  other  matters  which  may 

tend  to  render  the  dwelling-house  danger- 
ous  or  injurious  to  the  health  of  an 
inhabitant. 

Article  III.  Records  of  the  inspection  of 
dwelling-houses  made  under  and  for  the  purpose  of 
sub -sect ion  (1)  of  Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1909  shall 
be  prepared  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  shall  be  kept  bv  the 
Officers  of  the  Local  Authority  making  the  inspection 
or  by  some  Officer  appointed  or  employed  for  the 
purpose  by  the  Local  Authority. 
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The  records  may  be  kept  in  a book  or  books  or 
on  separate  sheets  or  cards,  and  shall  contain  informa- 
tion, under  appropriate  headings,  as  to  : — 

(1) .  The  situation  of  the  dwelling-house,  and 
its  name  or  number. 

(2) .  The  name  of  the  Officer  who  made  the 
inspection. 

(3) .  The  date  when  the  dwelling-house  was 
inspected. 

(4) .  dlie  date  of  the  last  previous  inspection  and 
a reference  to  the  record  thereof. 

(5) .  ddre  state  of  the  dwelling-house  in  regard  to 
each  of  the  matters  referred  to  in  Article  11.  of  these 
Regu  lations. 

(6) .  Any  action  taken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  or  other  Officer  of  the  Local  Authority,  either 
independently  or  on  the  directions  of  the  Local 
Authority. 

(7) .  The  result  of  any  action  so  taken. 

(8) .  Any  further  action  which  should  be  taken 
in  respect  of  the  dwelling-house. 

Article  IV.— The  Local  Authority  shall,  as  far  as 
may  be  necessary,  take  into  consideration  at  each  of 
their  ordinary  meetings  the  records  kept  in  pursuance 
of  Article  111.  of  these  Regulations,  and  shall  give  all 
such  directions  and  take  all  such  action  within  their 
powers  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  in  regard  to 
any  dwelling-house  to  which  the  records  relate,  and  a 
note  of  any  directions  so  given  an cb  the  result  of  any 
action  taken  shall  be  added  to  the  records. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  carrying  out 
the  necessary  inspections  and  for  keeping  the  required 
records. 
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Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

Excrement  Disposal,  Removal  and  Disposal  of 

House  Refuse. 

Short  descriptions  of  these  matters  will  be  found 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  1905,  page  29. 

In  Table  VII.,  at  the  end  of  this  Report,  is  given 
a statement  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  in 
redraining  existing  property  and  in  substituting  fresh 
water  closets  for  the  old  hand-flushed  closets. 

The  number  of  earth  or  pail  closets  in  Cambridge 
is  very  small,  and  they  are  only  to  be  found  in  con- 
nection with  houses  situated  in  rural  surroundings  in 
outlying  parts  of  the  Borough. 

¥/ater  Supply. 

The  powers  granted  by  Parliament  in  the  Cam- 
bridge University  and  Town  Waterworks  Act,  1910, 
relating  to  the  making  of  new  Waterworks  are  con 
tained  in  Section  4 of  the  Act.  Among  new  works 
which  the  Water  Company  is  empowered  to  make, 
are 

(1) .  A well  and  pumping  station  adjoining  the 

existing  Cherryh  inton  pumping  station, 
and 

(2) .  A well  and  pumping  station  adjoining 

Fleam  Dyke. 

Idle  Fleam  Dyke  well  is  to  be  completed  within 
five  years  of  the  passing  of  the  Ad  (August  3rd,  1910), 
and  at  the  end  of  that  period,  or  on  the  completion  of 
the  well,  whichever  shall  first  happen,  the  supply  from 
the  lower  chalk  at  Cherrvhinton  or  Fulbourn  must  be 
abandoned. 
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There  is  no  authority  in  the  new  Act  to  enable 
the  Water  Company  to  sterilise  water,  nor  is  there 
anything  in  the  Act  to  prohibit  the  Company  from  so 
doing,  if  they  choose. 

So  far  as  the  line  of  action  taken  by  the  Town 
Council  is  concerned  this  has  been  fully  justified  by 
the  result,  and  the  question  of  the  water  supply  may 
now  be  regarded  as  having  reached  a satisfactory 
conclusion. 


Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection. 


As  a result  of  the  action  taken  during  1909,  a 
very  considerable  improvement  in  the  private 
slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  has  been  effected. 
All  those  m need  of  alteration  and  amendment  have 
either  been  or  are  now  being  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  a number  were  practically  rebuilt.  A very 
decided  improvement  in  the  conditions  under  which 
slaughtering  takes  place  has  thus  been  effected,  and  it 
may  be  now  said  that  so  far  as  the  actual  structure  is 
concerned  all  objection  to  them  from  a sanitary  point 
of  view  has  been  removed. 


With  regard  to  the  question  of  meat  inspection 
an  endeavour  to  eliminate  the  difficulties  of  carrying 
this  out  in  private  premises  has  been  made,  and  has 
resulted  in  the  formation  of  a Butchers’  Vigilance 
Insurance  Societv. 


The  object  in  view  is  to  remove,  by  means  of  an 
insurance  fund,  the  risk  of  personal  loss  from  seizure 
of  diseased  meat,  the  members  of  the  society  under- 
taking to  notify  any  diseased  or  suspected  carcase 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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The  rules  of  the  society  provide  for  tire  following 

(1) .  All  members  of  the  Cambridge  and  District 
Butchers’  Association  are  eligible  for  membership,  and 
are  elected  after  payment  of  5/-  per  head  for  all  cattle 
slaughtered  upon  a weekly  average  throughout  the 
year. 

(2) .  Full  compensation  to  be  paid  only  after  six 
months’  membership,  and  half  compensation  during 
the  first  six  months  of  membership.  (Full  compensation 
is  the  actual  price  of  the  animal.) 

(3) .  Each  member  to  pay  6d.  for  each  beast 
slaughtered  during  the  week. 

(4) .  No  payment  to  be  made  upon  any  beast 
costing  less  than  £10  or  known  to  be  unhealthy. 

(5) .  No  payment  to  be  made  upon  any  cow 
slaughtered. 

Of  the  butchers  slaughtering  in  Cambridge,  six- 
teen are  now  members  of  the  society. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  ten  registered  common  lodging  houses 
in  the  Borough  with  accommodation  for  220  persons. 

Notice  of  the  new  provisions  relating  to  common 
lodging  houses  contained  in  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1907,  was  given  to  the  keepers  by  the  Town  Clerk. 
There  is  only  one  lodging  house  keeper  who  has  been 
newly  registered  since  Section  69  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1907,  came  into  force. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year 
both  by  the  Inspectors  and  Medical  Officer  and  also 
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by  Police  Officers.  The  premises  have  always  been 
found  in  a satisfactory  condition  and  are  well 
conducted. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  31  cowsheds  and  74  dairies  and  milk- 
shops  in  the  Borough.  In  addition,  40  persons  living 
elsewhere  are  registered  as  milksellers  in  Cambridge. 

All  those  premises  within  the  Borough  have  been 
specially  inspected  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of 
a report  upon  the  milk  supply,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will 
be  issued  shortly. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  a milkseller, 
under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order, 
1885,  for  selling  milk  from  dirty  cans.  A fine  of  2/6, 
with  19/6  costs,  was  inflicted. 

In  connection  with  the  question  of  the  milk 
supply,  the  following  note  upon  a small  milk  depot 
which  has  been  opened  is  interesting.  For  the 
information  regarding  it,  I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Haynes, 
who  acts  as  consulting  physician. 

In  June,  1910,  a movement  was  started  by  a small 
Committee,  working  in  co-operation  with  the  Cam- 
bridge Health  League,  to  endeavour  to  supply  clean 
pure  milk  to  those  mothers  who  are  unable  to  nurse 
their  infants.  The  objects  of  this  movement  were, 
briefly,  to  reduce  the  infantile  mortality,  to  prevent 
infec  tion  by  tuberculosis,  and  generally  to  better  the 
condition  of  the  poorer  classes  by  ensuring  a good 
food  supply  during  the  first  year  of  life. 

Milk  depots  have  been  organized  in  many  towns 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  on  the  Continent  and  in 


America,  and  have  done,  and  are  doing,  splendid 
work,  and  it  was  felt  that  Cambridge  should  not  be 
behindhand  in  following  on  similar  lines. 

The  methods  adopted  are  as  follows  : — A reliable 
milk  supply  from  a herd  of  cattle,  guaranteed  to  be 
free  from  tuberculosis,  housed  and  milked  under  clean 
conditions  has  been  obtained,  and  the  milk  is  carefully 
diluted  and  modified  according  to  definite  formulae 
corresponding  to  the  various  ages  of  the  infants 
receiving  it.  This  modified  milk  is  placed  in  stoppered 
bottles,  each  containing  sufficient  for  one  feed,  and 
pasteurized,  that  is,  kept  at  a temperature  of  ibo°  F. 
for  twenty  minutes,  whereby  any  bacteria  are 
destroyed. 

Sufficient  bottles  for  the  needs  of  each  infant  for 
twenty -four  hours  are  then  placed  m a wire  basket 
and  are  ready  for  distribution.  Rubber  teats  are 
supplied,  and  the  mother  has  only  to  warm  the  milk 
by  placing  the  bottles  in  hot  water,  remove  the 
stopper,  replacing  it  by  a teat,  and  the  feed  is  ready. 

By  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
District  Nursing  Home,  the  work  was  at  first  started 
in  their  building,  but  as  the  demand  for  the  milk 
increased  it  was  found  necessary  to  secure  more 
accommodation.  A house,  No.  34,  Newmarket  Road, 
was  therefore  rented  and  suitably  fitted,  and  lias  been 
in  use  since  January  1st,  1911.  Now  the  Cambridge 
Milk  Depot  is  111  full  working  order  and  over  100 
bottles  of  milk  are  prepared  every  day.  Since  the 
work  was  started  some  forty  infants  have  been  sup- 
plied, with  most  encouraging  results.  The  mothers 
are  urged  to  bring  their  children  to  the  depot  once  a 
fortnight,  in  order  that  they  may  be  weighed  and 
inspected. 
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The  expenses  of  the  apparatus  and  appliances, 
the  rent,  and  the  attendant’s  wages,  are  defrayed  by 
private  donations  and  subscriptions;  while  the  milk 
and  other  ingredients  of  the  feeds  are  paid  for  by  a 
charge  of  2d.  a day  for  each  infant  supplied. 

Canal  Boats. 

The  following  Report  under  ' The  Canal  Boats  Act , 
1877-84 , has  been  presented  by  the  Inspector  : — 

“ (1).  William  Tyas  Taylor,  3,  Prospect  Row, 
Cambridge,  one  of  the  Inspectors  of  Nuisances  for  the 
Borough,  is  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats,  without  special 
remuneration. 

“ (2).  The  number  of  boats  inspected  during 
1910  was  7 (14  inspections).  In  one  instance  the  boat 
required  painting,  and  the  Master  was  unable  to 
produce  the  registration  certificate  when  requested. 

u (3).  No  infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regula- 
tions, other  than  those  mentioned  under  paragraph  2, 
have  occurred  during  the  year. 

“ (4).  No  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken.

The  percentage  of  samples  submitted  to  the 
Analyst  found  to  be  not  genuine  is  thus  11*3  as 
compared  with  1535  in  1909. 

Two  of  the  formal  samples  of  milk  were  deficient 
in  milk  fat  to  the  extent  of  36%  and  5%. 

The  vendor  of  the  first  sample  was  fined  £1  and 
costs,  and  the  proceedings  in  the  second  case  were 
dismissed. 

Three  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  adul- 
terated with  added  water  to  the  extent  of  7 %,  9%,  and 
12%  respectively.  The  vendor  of  the  first  sample  was 
warned,  proceedings  were  dismissed  in  the  second 
case,  and  the  third  vendor  was  fined  5/-  and  costs. 

Two  samples  of  Rum  and  one  of  Gin  were  found 
to  contain  water  7%,  8%,  and  9%  beyond  the  legal 
limit.  No  proceedings  were  taken  as  notices  of 
dilution  were  exhibited. 

Proceedings  were  also  taken  against  a milk 
seller  for  refusing  to  sell  to  the  Inspector.  A fine  of 
£1  with  19s.  6d.  costs  was  inflicted  by  the  Magistrates. 

One  sample  of  Butter  was  certified  to  be  Mar- 
garine. The  case  was  dismissed,  the  information 
given  by  the  vendor  as  to  the  ownership  of  the 
business  being  incorrect. 

Two  samples  of  Coffee  were  found  to  be  adul- 
terated with  55%  and  66%  chicory,  but  as  these  were 
bought  informally,  in  very  small  quantities,  no  pro- 
ceedings were  taken. 

When  larger  quantities  were  taken  at  the  same 
shops,  and  dealt  with  formally,  genuine  Coffee  wras 
supplied. 
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Following  upon  the  report  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  on  the  practice  of  “facing”  Rice  with 
mineral  matter,  six  samples  were  taken,  one  of  which 
was  found  to  contain  a coating  of  Steatite  in  excess 
of  the  amount  recommended  as  the  limit. 

A circular  letter  was  addressed  to  vendors,  direct- 
ing attention  to  the  subject. 


Three  vendors  were  warned  for  delivering  Mar- 
garine in  wrappers  that  did  not  comply  with  the  Act.

The  articles  disinfected  included  71  beds,  414 
mattresses,  97  bolsters,  541  pillows,  77  cushions, 
387  blankets,  63  sheets,  93  quilts,  2,797  articles  of 
clothing  and  337  other  articles. 

The  total  number  of  stovings  was  101. 
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Health  Visitors  and  Notification  of  Births. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  came  into 
force  in  Cambridge  on  the  1st  of  July,  1909,  so  that 
1910  is  the  first  calendar  year  during  which  the  Act 
has  been  in  operation  throughout. 

The  total  number  of  births  notified  was  63(8  of 
which  135  were  notified  by  doctors,  472  by  midwives, 
and  31  by  parents. 

The  actual  number  of  children  born  during  the 
year  was  799,  so  that  161  births  were  not  notified  at 
all.  The  number  of  those  unnotified  is  believed  to  be 
diminishing  as  the  working  of  the  Act  becomes  better 
understood,  and  it  is  certain  that  no  child  who  should 
have  had  it  escaped  attention  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

The  success  attending  the  operation  of  the  Act  is 
mainly  due  to  the  three  visitors  of  the  League  of 
Physical  Education  and  Improvement,  who  undertake 
the  work  of  visitation. 

The  number  of  infants  visited  by  them  during 
the  year  was  732.  Mothers  are  encouraged  by  them 
to  nurse  their  children  themselves,  and  when  from 
any  reason  this  is  impossible  assistance  and  advice  are 
given  as  to  the  most  suitable  form  of  artificial  feeding. 
The  proportion  of  children  entirely  fed  by  their 
mothers  is  80  per  cent.,  and  of  the  remainder  a small 
number  are  partly  breast  fed.  In  addition  to  questions 
of  feeding  the  services  of  the  Health  Visitors  are  of 
great  benefit  in  many  other  ways  both  to  infants  and 
parents.

Of  the  146  children  fed  wholly  or  partly  on  cows’ 
milk,  86  had  the  milk  boiled  or  sterilised. 


Among  the  bottle-fed  babies,  69  were  found  at 
the  first  visit  to  have  bottles  with  teats  only,  20  had 
bottles  with  long  tubes  and  teats,  while  6 were  fed 
with  a spoon. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors 
to  the  Infants  during  the  year  was  5,095.  In  101 
cases,  between  ten  and  twenty  visits  were  paid  to  a 
child,  in  4 instances  between  twenty  and  thirty  visits, 
and  in  2 instances  between  thirty  and  forty  visits. 

Matters  of  domestic  sanitation  are  dealt  with, 
and  where  any  conditions  beyond  remedy  by  tenants 
themselves  are  found  they  are  reported  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Fhe  Health  League  has  also  supplied  during  the 
past  year  1,244  meal's  to  nursing  and  expectant 
mothers,  and  the  second  Baby  Show  was  held  by  the 
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League  in  the  month  of  July.  Some  forty  babies 
whose  ages  ranged  from  six  weeks  to  twelve  months 
were  brought  and  prizes  were  awarded  for  weight, 
firmness,  and  general  well-being.

Hospital  Accommodation, 

The  Hospital  is  situated  in  Mill  Road,  close  to 
the  Borough  Boundary,  on  a piece  of  land  having  an 
area  of  nearly  three  acres. 

It  has  been  added  to  from  time  to  time,  and  now 
provides  accommodation  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  observation  cases,  and  private 
patients  (in  separate  blocks),  together  with  the 
necessary  Adminstrative  Block,  a Laundry,  Mortuary, 
Discharge  Room,  and  Ambulance  Shed. 

Allowing  2,000  cubic  feet  of  space  per  head,  the 
number  of  patients  who  can  be  isolated  in  each  of  the 
blocks  is  Scarlet  Fever,  12;  Enteric  Fever,  6 ; and 
Diphtheria,  8. 

This,  together  with  7 single  bedrooms  in  the  Private 
Block  and  3 in  the  Observation  Block,  makes  provision 
for  a total  of  36  patients. 

Accommodation  is  also  maintained  for  Small-pox 
cases  on  an  isolated  position  at  the  extreme  eastern 
boundary  of  the  Borough.
